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PREFACE. 



The numerous Systems of Short-hand which 
have heen published of late years, would seem 
to render another Treatise on the subject un- 
necessary ; but a careful examination of all the 
published systems will show that a want of 
rapidity b a universal failing. To remedy this 
admitted defect, some authors have adopted 
lines and positions as in Music ; others, a mul- 
tiplicity of unmeaning characters ; each making 
it more abstruse, and producing the opposite 
effect to that which was intended— .retarding 
instead of facilitating the writing. The 
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groundwork of every rational System, the 
author has always contended, must be sim- 
plicity — (this has been overlooked)— combining 
with itself Brevity and Legibility. 

Nothing has impeded the progress of this 
science so much as the almost numberless and 
useless works on the subject, which have issued 
from the press ; no science, of late, has had 
more authors, and there is none so little under- 
stood by those who have treated on it. Biany 
Systems are now extant, published with hzoh 
souNDDro TiTLBs, by men who know no more 
of Stenography practically than those who never 
beard of it ; such contemptible works are only 
published for sale, and not for use: this may 
account for the present low ebb of the science ; 
bui in spite of every obstacle, Shorthand will

become a general study ; and the author, in 
the words of the late Lord Rector of Glasgow 
University, would say, " I believe it will one 
day be studied as universally as common 
writing." 

But while many, who were quite ignorant of 
Stenography, have foisted upon the public their 
worthless Systems, the pens of some fevo able 
writers have contributed to the furtherance of 
this inestimable art by truly rational works ; 
and with due deference to such, the author of 
this treatise puts in his claim to the patronage 
of an enlightened public, assuring them that he 
has matured it after years of study, and proved 
its utility by long practice, both as a public 
teacher and a practical writer. 



RULES 



FOR WRITING THE STENOGRAPHIC 
STANDARD. 



IbL The Characters must be accurately 
formed about the size of those in tbe plates, 
commencing where the dots are placed {the 
dots fonn no part of the letters.) 

2nd. All the Characters are either hori- 
zontal, perpendicular, or on an incline of ' 
forty- fi^e degrees, except the S and Sh, 
wliich are circles. 

3rd. The Vowels are never joined, and ' 
but seldom written, except as alphabetical ' 
letters or terminationa -, (aW. \\. vs. xt^^-wJ^-v 
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place them at the be^nning or end of 
words when they are fully sounded, and 
when their omission would alter the sense 
of the sentence. 

4th. The letters, when they stand alone 
represent either of the words they are 
opposite in the Plates. 

dth. The single, double, and treble Con- 
sonants all join together. (For rules^ see 
Joining Table.) 

6th. A Preposition does not join; the 
remainder of the word is written just under 
it* 

7th. The Terminations tion, tial, and 
tient always join. The other Terminations 



* In quick writing, all the curred Prepositions may 
be Joined, if they are written abont double the size, 
to /Jhthiguiah them from the other letters : tliis remark 
^pnifea to the Pi^'unctiTe Termmalious t^bo. 
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are disjunctive, and are written under the 
preceding part of the word. 

8th. The Arbitraries form no part of the 
System ; they only represent the words or 
sentences annexed to them in the plate. 

9th. A line drawn under any word or 
sentence, signifies it is repeated. Example 
— The temple of the Lord, the temple 
of the Jjord are these : write it thus. 
The temple of the Lord — are these, &c. 

10th. When words or sentences of op- 
posite meanings are expressed, write the 
first and draw a line beside it. Example — 
For light, and darkness : write, Light]. 
— ^To-day and to-morrow : To-day| — &c. 

1 1th. Spell by sound ; omitting the Vow- 
els and silent Consonants, and substitute one 
letter for another, according to the sound : 
as, for rocks, write rx; laugh, U\ c<ixv<i^<«.^ 
conkr ; impeach , inpc\v *, \Xvtow.^> ^^kso \ '^^ - 
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12th. Contract words by omitting certain 
syUables. Temptation may be written tmt 
and the Termination lion ; thanksgiving, 
thnkstny; and still be perfectly legible. 

Lastly. Pointing is unnecessary, except 
for the period ; and that may be expressed 
by a wider space between the words.
